THE YEAR IN HISTORY 
On Monday, 3 June 1968, the Company assembled at the 
Armory, Faneuil Hall, Boston, for the start of the 331st Annual 
Parade, culminated by the Drum Head Election on Boston 
Common, where our Officers for the ensuing year would be 
elected. Always an outstanding traditional event in Old Bos- 
ton, an excellent crowd was on hand to witness the festivities. 


Since the individual events of this day are reported in de- 
tail in the previous Annual Record, we will not repeat them 
here, but following established custom, we will record a few of 
the outstanding National and International events that oc- 
curred during this Administration. 


The first event, shortly after June Day, was the assassination 
of Senator Robert F. Kennedy, brother of the late President, 
John F. Kennedy, himself a victim of an assasin a few years 
before. Naturally, this provoked a rash of editorials on the 
safety of all public figures, since the great negro leader, Dr. 
Martin Luther King, had been assassinated earlier in the year. 
Later in the year, the matter of gun control became a national 
issue, one group contending the banning of guns would decrease 
crime, the other group claiming citizens had a Constitutional 
Right to own arms for their own protection. 


Chief Justice Earl Warren resigned. Many contended that 
the “Warren Court” with its ultra-liberal decisions, seeming to 


pat criminals, was responsible for the breakdown of law and 
order. 


Tens of thousands of protestors assembled in Washington 
for the “Poor Peoples March” in support of a campaign to help 
the poor and oppose the Vietnam War. They built a shanty- 
town at Lincoln Memorial and eventually had to be driven out 
when they stayed beyond an agreed-time limit. 


Dr. Benjamin Spock, a noted pediatrician, was sentenced 
to jail for anti-draft activities. 

Richard M. Nixon, regarded by many as “over the hill” 
politically, won the Republican nomination and went on to be 
elected President of the United States. 
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Vice-President, Hubert H. Humphrey, was the Democratic 
nominee, after a violent convention in Chicago. Rioting in the 
streets of Chicago eventually required National Guardsmen to 
restore order. 

In Interstellar Exploration, Apollo #7 astronauts spent 
eleven days in space, and it appears that we are close to actually 
landing men on the moon. 

Richard Cardinal Cushing, Archbishop of Boston, became 
irate at criticism of his defense of the marriage of Jacqueline 
Kennedy (widow of the late President) to Aristotle Onassis, a 
divorced multi-millionaire. He said he would retire at the end 
of 1968. 

President Johnson ordered a halt to all American air, naval 
and artillery bombing of North Vietnam, contending this will 
broaden and intensify Paris Peace talks. 

This was the time that the infamous airplane “hijack” 
caper started. The passengers of a jetliner in midflight would 
suddenly find themselves headed for Havana, Cuba instead of 
Memphis, Atlanta or Miami. These hijacks were accomplished 
by one, two or three heavily-armed persons. Because of the pos- 
sibility of heavy loss of life, pilots had to obey the orders of 
these air-borne pirates. 

And one of the most famous pictures of World War II 
was reversed. The United States flag was lowered on Iwo Jima 
and replaced by the Japanese flag, twenty-three years after the 
Marines had raised the Stars and Stripes atop Mount Suribachi 
during that famous and bloody battle. 

So much for current events. Let us go on to the election 
of officers for the term June 1968 to June 1969. 


The traditional parade, after forming at Faneuil Hall, pro- 
ceeding by the old State House and then to the new State House 
to receive the Governor, thence to the Cathedral Church of St. 
Paul for worship. After the June Day Sermon and Ode, we pro- 
ceeded to Boston Common for the Drum Head Election.

The trip was from 11 July to 25 July 1968. 


Thursday, 11 July 1968 


After picture taking we boarded our TWA jet to Kennedy 
Airport, New York. Relaxed until our overseas Jet left for 
Athens, Greece. 


Friday, 12 July 1968 


Arrived in Athens amid 104 degree heat and were greeted 
by Government City Officials. We had courtesy of the port. 

__ Checked in at the Athens Hilton Hotel and we were pro- 
vided with a suite where we met with the Officials as well as 
members of our Embassy and we discussed our plans and talked 
over what we would need for our Fall Trip. Members of the 
press were also present and the following day we had a write-up 
in the local paper.

The group went to City Hall where we met with the Mayor. 
He was very hospitable and offered to give us a reception after 
our Parade in the fall. From there we went to the Embassy 
and we confirmed some of the items that we had discussed at 
our last meeting. 

The group then went by car to the Hotel Aegean where we 
will have lunch in the fall. It was a most interesting and enjoy- 
able lunch, which we all felt that everyone would enjoy. 

In the evening Mr. Pappanicholi again met with us and 
told the group what had been confirmed and what would have 
to be done so as to make sure of our comfort while we are here 
in the fall. 

Went out for dinner with Mr. Pappanicholi where he told 
us that when we are here in the fall that the lights on the Acrop- 
olis would be lit all night in our honor. He said that this is 
done only on special days. 


Tuesday, 16 July 1968 

Everyone had special jobs. The Captain and the two Lieu- 
tenants went to Marathon. The Adjutant met with the Liaison 
Officer from the Embassy. The Paymaster squared away the 
details at the hotel. 

In the evening we entertained all of the people that had 
been so helpful to us while we were in Athens, We went to the 
King George Hotel which is in Constitution Square. 


Wednesday, 17 July 1968 
Left for the airport and our plane trip to Bierut, Lebanon. 
We were met at the Airport by Colonel Connolly of our Em- 
bassy and an official from the Lebanese Tourist Bureau. 
After checking into the hotel we all met with the Colonel 
and we discussed with him our plans for our coming visit. He 
told us many of the facts about the country and customs. 
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Thursday, 18 July 1968 
In the morning your Captain, Adjutant and Lieutenant 
went to see Mr. Khoury of the Lebanese Travel Bureau. There 
we talked over our plans and he was very helpful in arranging 
a meeting with the Commanding General of the Army. 


Friday, 19 July 1968

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REMARKS OF CAPTAIN ELIAS 
AT THE TOMB OF THE UNKNOWN SOLDIER, 
ATHENS, GREECE 


Monday, 7 October 1968 


In this short day of the 20th century —a mere speck of 
time in the long history of Greece — mine indeed is but a small 
voice in the wind. Nevertheless, let me assure you it echoes the 
sentiments of Americans everywhere when I raise it in prayer 


that the Unknown Soldier memorialized here did not die in 
vain. 


This moving memorial represents an archaic warrior, 
stretched out with his weapons on his funeral bed. The two 
inscriptions which frame this telling symbol of Greek heroism 
are as sad and as meaningful today as they were when spoken 
by Pericles in his famous funeral oration. One inscription says, 
“The Whole Earth Is The Tomb Of Famous Men.” The other 
says, “An Empty Bed Is Prepared For The Humble.” 


We add temporarily today one other inscription, which I 
took the liberty to paraphrase from the tomb of our own un- 


known war dead: “Here Rests in Honored Glory A Soldier 
Known But To God.” 


Today, The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts pays homage to the Unknown Soldier of Greece. 
We know not this man. May he rest in everlasting peace. And 
as he rests in death, this symbolism — we pray — will live for- 
ever — that each of us strive for understanding among all men.

His Excellency John Anthony Volpe, Governor of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts and Commander-in Chief of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company has requested that 
his representative respond to this Toast to the Commonwealth. 
It is my pleasure to present as the personal represenative of the 
Governor, the Auditor of the Commonwealth, the Honorable 
Thaddeus Buczko. 

Mr. Buczxo: 

Captain Elias, Honorable Constantin Vovolinis, distin- 
guished guests at the head table and gentlemen, it is indeed a 
rare honor and privilege to be present here in Athens, the cradle 
of real Democracy, to respond to the Toast to the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. The Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts is steeped in history and traditions. 
I honestly feel that all of us receive some good and should give 
some thought of the greatness of the past in order to insure the 
greatness of the future. The members of this Company exem- 
plify to the fullest extent by their useful lives and strong char- 
acters the civic and personal virtues which we are pleased to 
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believe reached their zenith of development under the condi- 
tions of American Life. 

Yes, today I respond to the toast proposed to the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. It is our beloved Commonwealth which 
produced such esteemed members and such illustrious sons as 
comprise and have comprised the Company throughout more 
than three centuries. You are indeed esteemed friends, very 
prominent and conspicuous citizens who are playing a really 
true role in our Commonwealth's history. You are of the highest 
type of citizenry and leadership, working always for the good 
and welfare of humanity and for the sincere progress of your 
fellow man. 

I greet you gentlemen here this evening, here in the City of 
Athens in this great Country of Greece which you decided to 
visit and to enjoy while sharing your friendship with the citizens 
of Greece. I commend you for your many services and for your 
desire and determination to keep the common touch as you walk 
around with your fellow man. In behalf of the six million citi- 
zens of Massachusetts and personally I congratulate you for the 
modest manner and stabilizing influence with which you con- 
duct your daily activities, not only here in the City of Athens 
but in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. I am sure and con- 
fident that His Excellency, the Governor, is confident that your 
organization will move from its present position of excellence 
to even greater excellence in the future.

“I will not relate the names of all dignitaries and distin- 


guished persons present here tonight, as is the custom in your 
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Country because your dignitaries and distinguished persons and 
ours are so many and so special, that I cannot keep memory of 
all their names, 


For all of you I will start with the words “MY DEARS” 
and these words are not the ones usually used in such manifesta- 
tions, but they are the true words I feel deep in my heart for 
all of you. I do not know the cause which made us love each 
other so dearly. 


If any of us will ask his own heart, he will understand that 
this love is the big love and friendship which existed ever so 
long between America and Greece. In reality America and 
Greece are tied together by common struggles and by common 
ties. Those struggles we suffered together for the common causes 
of liberty, of democracy and in a single word for the cause of 
humanity's dignity. America has always been Greece’s big friend, 
but Greece, also, has always been America’s small but truest 
friend. We struggled always together for the cause of liberty 
and you can be sure that we always will do so. 


Now “My Dears” that Greece has been saved from the dan- 
ger of Communism, owing to the intervention of the glorious 
Greek Army, be sure that we are the steadfastest of your friends. 
Therefore, I would ask all of you, not only in my capacity of 
the Revolution’s Mayor, for which fact I am very proud indecd, 
but also, as the four years ago elected, after Municipality's elec- 
tions, First Municipal sovereign of the City of Athens, I say I 
would ask all of you, when with the provision of the Almighty, 
you will return back home, to inform all your countrymen, that 
in our Greece, exists LIBERTY, DEMOCRACY and JUSTICE, 
and that the persons who govern us, those brave officers, are 
not tyrants, as the enemies of our country propagate the rumor, 
but that they are true servants of Greece’s people, their sole 
ambition being the safety and salvation of Our Fatherland and 
its people. 

And now to finish “MY DEARS” I would like to wish to 
all of you every possible happiness and prosperity, and I assure 
you that we feel your happiness and prosperity as being ours. 
I raise my glass to drink to the good health of our great friend 
America. (Applause) 


Captain Etas: 
Gentlemen, give your attention to the Adjutant. 
THE ADJUTANT: 


The Sixth Regular Toast: The Honourable Artillery Com- 
pany of London. 
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CapTaINn ELIAs: 

We are very happy that this next gentleman is able to be 
with us on this trip. Most of you know him personally. He is 
one of the three Honorary Members of our Company, Major 
John A. Hill of the Honourable Artillery Company of London. 
Mayor Hitt: 

Captain Elias, Ministers, gentlemen and comrades. It is 
a great honor for me to represent your Mother Company, the 
Honourable Artillery Company of London, who gave birth to 
you, before the “pill”. (laughs) 


I would like to congratulate Captain Elias on the manner 
in which he has led this Company so far— this very spirited 
Company, which from experience I know, requires considerable 
leadership. He has been far too busy, since he has been here. 
I managed to enjoy the lighter sides that Athens has to offer. 
Captain Elias has referred to you as Ambassadors of Good Will 
as other speakers have, and I can from my experience speak of 
the great fund of Good Will which the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company has and which it carries with it wherever it 
goes, 


On the Acropolis Hill, only last week as an example of this 
good will, when the charming Greek Ladies, explaining the 
mysteries of the Acropolis to a party said to them, will someone 
of you come a little closer? I was now holding back on the num- 
bers of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery. (Laughs) . . . 

It is a great pleasure to me and an honor to me to have 
joined the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company in Greece. 
I always had a great admiration for this country. I spent a great 
part of my childhood trying to understand the language and I 
must confess that I still understand American a little bit better. 
(Laughs) 

It is interesting here in the home of Democracy, to consider 
that here Democracy was born, and to compare it with Democ- 
racy as it now exists, and the Presidential Election in U. S. As 
one who stands in the middle, between those two extremes, the 
two poles, it is a very interesting thing for me to watch. 

I am very glad to be here, especially to meet my old friend 
General Pereira. I share a room with him. I have known him 
for a great many years, being on these maneuvers for over thirty 
years with this Company, and he has been here all that time. 
My comrades in London said to me, what have you got to do, 
share a room with somebody who snores very badly? I was very 
glad indeed when I found that I was sharing a room with Gen- 
eral Pereira. I answered my friends, as I called to mind the 
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American baseball player, one of the tough type, who had to 
share a room with one of the visiting team who was notorious 
for the noise he makes when he sleeps. He said, don’t bother 
about me, I will deal with him. He did and there was not a 
sound during the night. When asked why the next morning, he 
said it was very simple, ““When I went to the room I gave him a 
kiss, (laughs) I had no more trouble from him for the rest of 
the night because he remained awake keeping his eyes on me.” 
(laughs) Thank you very much.

The Seventh Regular Toast: The City of Boston. 
Captain Exias: 

Honorable Kevin H. White, Mayor of the City of Boston, 
was unable to accompany the Company on this trip and he has 
named as his representative a long time member of the Com- 
pany, Colonel Timothy J. O'Leary. 

Coronet O'Leary: 

I am deeply honored to speak for the City of Boston. Our 
great city, like the City of Athens, is noted for its culture and 
historic shrines. When our new dynamic Mayor realized that 
he would not be able to be here, he authorized me to bring the 
greetings of the citizens of Boston as well as the personal greet- 
ings and good wishes of the Mayor of Boston. 

Caprain Ettas: 

At this time I have a few pleasant duties to perform. When 
we arrived in Athens, we were given the finest reception I be- 
lieve any of us have ever had the pleasure to attend. I was a 
little embarrassed that night because I was unable to present to 
our host the token of appreciation which had been prepared for 
him. So tonight, on behalf of the officers and members of the 
Company, I present to the Minister to the Presidency, the Hon- 
orable Constantin Vovolinis, this small token as a gesture of ap- 
preciation and as a memento of our visit. 

Mr. Vovo.inis: 

(The Minister delivered his address in Greek. Translation 
follows.) 

Iam really proud for those wonderful presents and I will 
preserve them as the finest recollection of my life. I feel grat- 
ified and honored, but I would like to put off this occasion of 
the presents, in order to express the feelings that actually pos- 
sess me. 

The sight of this congregation present here is wonderful. 
I do not know, if it has happened before, that so much gold 
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ever gathered together in this room. This as I said I do not 
know. I am sure though, that for the first time another kind 
of gold has been accumulated in this room. It is the gold that 
does not show. It is the golden hearts of the noble members of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
I am sure for the gold of their hearts. 

The President of our National Government would have 
been very happy, and me happier, if he could be this moment 
among you. Although he made me proud four times up to now, 
ordering me to represent him at your gatherings. The first time 
was when he presented you with the glorious arms of our Na- 
tional Independence Struggle. The second time was when I had 
the honor of receiving you at your arrival. The third time was 
this morning, when I had the pleasure of seeing you parade in 
front of the Memorial of Our Unknown Soldier, I felt really 
proud, both as a Greek and as an ex-soldier. The fourth time 
is tonight, and once more I am the bearer of our Country's 
Prime Minister's Mr. George Papadopoulos’ heartiest greetings. 

Most noble sirs, noble members of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of Massachusetts, you are well acquainted 
as much as ourselves with the difficult present times that hu- 
manity suffers. Time is really difficult. Few months ago, we 
have lived them in Paris a little later in Czechoslovakia and now 
in Mexico. Men stopped considering what brings them together 
and they are now lured by what pulls them apart. We who are 
shielding the Western Civilization, let us remove all obstacles 
that might divide us, and let what unites us be our guide. 

Gentlemen, happy meetings as short as they might be, are 
the ones that create big friendships. Big Friendship — Real 
Friendship, is the one that has united us during your short stay 
in our Country. Let us feel strong and in our strength let us 
be the Heralds of affectionate love. 

The First Herald in our Country of affectionate love is its 
Prime Minister, GEORGE PAPADOPOULOS. Let men put 
aside suspicion and once more become human. You Americans 
and we Greeks, let us set the example to all humanity and let 
others follow on our steps. Let us lead them with pride. Few 
moments ago, our Mayor, the Mayor of the City of Athens 
stated that we really became — and I repeat it — in such a short 
time really good friends, and this is true. 

Honorable Sirs of the Ancient Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Massachusetts, you have acquired another Fatherland, 
this Fatherland, after your Big Country, is a corner of the Earth 
called GREECE. At any time the doors of Greece are open to 
you, and to your families and to your Countrymen and women, 
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as are also open our souls’ doors. We can receive you at any 
time as our brothers. 

Of course these presents are wonderful, much more is your 
visit to our Country and very much more wonderful are the 
sentiments which you have created in your hearts for our Coun- 
try: 

Noble Gentlemen of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, I know the Emblem of your Won- 
derful Organization, it is FACTA NON VERBA, this in our 
tongue means Facts and No Words. 

So as from today on, let your Emblem Unite Us; 

FACTA NON VERBA 
Captain Exias: 

Gentlemen, your attention please. I first want to express the 
deepest thanks of all of us for the fine address given by Minis- 
ter Vovolinis. Now I call to the rostrum the representative of 
United States Ambassador Talbot and ask that he accept for the 
Ambassador this remembrance of our visit. I present Honorable 
Roswell D. McClelland. 

Mr. McCretranp: 

I think I recognize one of those lovely Paul Revere Bowls. 
I would, in Ambassador Talbot's name, express his most sin- 
cere thanks. I know that he is very unhappy that he cannot be 
with you during this period. He had to pay a long overdue 
visit to Admiral Rivero, the Commander-in-Chief of the South- 
ern Arm of NATO in Naples. When he returns, however, I 
shall give him the full, not exaggerated, account of the busy 
period that you have had here in Athens.

Jupce Pappas: 
Captain Elias, distinguished guests and fellow members of 
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the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachu- 
setts | must confess that I have done nothing more than my duty 
to my Captain and to my Company, by accompanying you to 
this beautiful country. I have enjoyed my trip very much. The 
only thing that is wrong about the trip is this, that the Captain, 
when he introduced the Head Table, (I was sitting down very 
comfortable and waiting for my dinner when he spoiled my din- 
ner) did not introduce me and he said that those not introduced 
will have to speak later. I got butterflies in my tummy and I 
still have them. Then, the second thing that I do not like about 
the Captain is this, that he waited until midnight to call upon 
me so, therefore, he has ruined my night pretty good. (Laughs) 

I would like to say that I am sure that if my brother was 
here tonight, he would speak to you and to the distinguished 
members of the Greek Government in his Greek language be- 
cause he has been here in Greece for over six years, but he is 
back home right now doing a little politicking. I am very happy 
on his behalf to accept this gift and to tell you how very proud 
he will be when he receives it. He did not expect any gift from 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company but I am sure 
that he is going to enjoy every minute of this gift and will re- 
member the occasion when he met Captain Elias and his com- 
mittee on several visits to Greece in preparation for this affair. 

I should like very much to express to the Greek Govern- 
ment, if you will permit me, in the Greek language and I have 
got to confess that my Greek is very bad, it is as bad as yours, 
but I shall try at least to express to them in their own language 
my feeling and I think the feeling of everyone who is present 
for the great hospitality that they have bestowed upon us. 

(Mr. Pappas addressed the Greek Government representa- 
tives in the Greek language. Translation of the speech is be- 
low.) 

“I am very sorry that my Greek is not what it should be in 
order that I would be able to express the great love we have for 
you and to tell you how proud we are that you have granted us 
such nice hsopitality here in Greece. We will never forget your 
hospitality and be sure that when we go back to America we 
will tell the truth as we have seen it. 

And the truth is, that Greece is more Democratic than any 
other spot of the world.” (Applause) 

Mr. Pappas: 

I do not know if you understood me, but I said that I speak 
the language for my comrades to tell you that we have been en- 
joying our visit and your hospitality has been great and I am 
sure that when we go home, we will tell our people in the 
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United States of what we actually saw with our own eyes. What 
we saw speaks well for Democracy in Greece and I am sure that 
I speak on your behalf. 

Captain Elias, you know that I am a long winded speaker. 
You made a big mistake calling upon me but, I am going to 
close by saying, thank you very much for this lovely gift. I am 
sure Tom would have done justice in accepting the gift, much 
more justice than I could possibly do but, I am sure that when 
he gets back to Athens, he will know that there will be a great 
warm spot in his heart for the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. Thank you very much. 

Caprain Exias: 

(Recognizes the Greek Government representatives by their 
respective names) — distinguished guests and comrades, includ- 
ing the great friends of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts. Our Nations have been kept to- 
gether in harmony. Now we do not pretend to be the spokesmen 
for the United States Government. We are not. We carry no 
official Government Documents, or even a non-official message 
from the White House. We came as a friendly people anxious 
to learn more about you and hopefully that you will learn more 
about us. Now here we are persons much like the many Greeks 
who migrated to the United States. Our forebears all came from 
someplace else. Thousands were from Greece, many eventually 
to fill key positions in Government, the arts, literature, science, 
in professions and in business, In just about a month, we will 
know whether for the first time in American History a descend- 
ant of Greek parentage will be Vice-President of the United 
States, only a heartbeat away from the Presidency itself. 

At any rate, we come here, not as official representatives but 
rather to enjoy each other’s company. The people of Athens, I 
would stress, have opened their arms and their hearts to us. 
They have accepted us as goodwill ambassadors without porto- 
folio. For this we are grateful, for this is the spirit in which we 
came. I am proud to note here that as the leader of this great 
Company of men, I am the son of immigrants. My parents were 
from Lebanon. Nevertheless, in Democratic fashion I was elected 
Captain Commanding for this year, an honor which I shall al- 
ways cherish. 

This is the Company that George Washington knew, that 
Andrew Jackson saw march, that Presidents John Adams and 
John Quincy Adams visited, and that has had four Presidents 
of the United States enrolled as members not the least of which 
was our beloved John F. Kennedy. This, gentlemen, is our Com- 
pany. The Company that for 881 years has stood for, and al- 
ways will stand for good citizenship and happy co-existence.

MONROE 


JAM 
THE 5TH-PRESIDENT 


4 March 1817 to +1 March 1825 


He was a Virginian and succeeded Madison. He was the 
fourth President from Virginia. He had been Secretary of State 
and of War under Madison, His administration is known as 
the “era of good feelings.” There was no political strife. Upon 
re-election Monroe received all but one of the electoral votes 
cast. The dissenting vote was cast by an elector from New 
Hampshire who declared that only Washington should have the 
henor of a unanimous election. 

James Monroe was born in Westmoreland County, Virginia, 
on 28 April 1758. In 1776 he enlisted in the Continental Army 
where he served with distinction, After the War he studied law 
and served in the Virginia Legislature; and, in 1790 he was 
elected to the United States Senate. He represented the United 
States in France, Spain and England. He negotiated the Louisi- 
ana Purchase. He was twice Governor of Virginia. Monroe mar- 
ried Elizabeth Kortwright of New York in 1786 and had two 
daughters, 

During the Monroe administration Florida was purchased 
from Spain. Agitation over the admission of Missouri as a slave 
state resulted in the Missouri Compromise of 1820. His name 
has become inseparably associated with the famous political 
doctrine which denies to European nations the right to interfere 
with the existing governments in North and South America, or 
to colonize any part of the Americas. Known as the Monroe 
Doctrine, it was first expressed in his annual message of 1823 
and has temendously influenced our attitude toward South 
American countries and our whole foreign policy right up to 
the present time. 


When President Monroe visited Boston in 1817, he was re 
ceived with great enthusiasm and was provided with a military 
escort. It was on this visit that President Monroe was enrolled 
a member of the AKHAC on 30 June 1817 and was then elected 
an Honorary Member, the highest distinction which the Com- 
pany can bestow. 

James Monroe retired to Virginia when he left the White 
House. Later he went to visit with a daughter in New York, 
where he died on 4 July 1831. He was the third President to 
die on the nation’s birthday. Burial in 1831 was in New York 
but in 1858 his remains were removed with great pomp to Rich- 
mond, Virginia, and re-interred 5 July in the Hollywood Ceme- 
tery. 


CHESTER ALAN ARTHUR 
PHE 21ST PRESIDENT 


20 September ISS1 to + March 1885 


Vn assassin’s bullet ended the term of President Garfield 
and Vice President Chester Alan Arthur moved into the office 
of President on 20 September IS81. When he retired in 1885 
he had won respect lor his administration, 

Chester Alan Arthur was born in Fairfield, Vermont, on 
5 October 1830, the son of a Baptist minister. He graduated 
from Union College, tiught school, and studied law. In 1854 
he was admitted to the bar and began to practice in New York 
City. He married Ellen Lewis Herndon in 1859. He became 
prominent because of his success in two suits involving negroes. 
One was the “Lemmon Case” in which he secured a decision 
that a slave brought into New York in transit between two 
slave states was free while in New York; the other decision was 
that negroes were entitled to the same privileges as white peo- 
ple on the street railways of New York City. During the Civil 
War Arthur served as quartermaster general of the state troops. 
He was appointed Collector of Customs for the Port of New 
York in 1871. 

He proved to be a capable Chief Executive and reversed 
his previous policy toward the Civil Service by signing the Pen- 
dleton Law for its reform in I883. During his term of office the 
Varith \ct of P8883 was passed: the Southern Pacific, the Northern 
Pacific, and the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroads were 
completed: a treaty with Nicaragua was negotiated to permit us 
to construct a canal, railway and telegraph line across that coun- 
tye a reciprocal trade treaty with Mexico was signed; and the 
Washington Monument was completed and on Saturday, 21 
February 1885 it was dedicated. On the occasion of this dedi- 
cation, in General Philip H. Sheridan's Order, the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company was assigned as Honorary Escort 
to the President of the United States. The President tendered 
the entire Company a reception at the White House. 

In 1882, the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty was celebrated 
in Marshfield on account of the centennial celebration of the 
birthday of Daniel Webster. The Company had been invited 
to do escort duty to the President of the United States. It was 
on the occasion of this pleasant duty that President Arthur was 
enrolled a member of the AXKHAC on 12 October 1882 and was 
then elected an Honorary Member, the highest distinction which 
the Company can bestow. 

When his term expired, President Arthur retired to New 
York, where he lived less than two years dying on 18 November 
1886. Burial was in Rural Cemetery, Albany, New York. 


CALVIN COOLIDGE 
THE 30TH PRESIDENT 


3 August 1923 to 4 March 1929 


Vice President Calvin Coolidge moved into the office ol 
President just before dawn on 3 August 1923, three hours after 
the news of President Harding's death reached him at Ply- 
mouth, Vermont, where he was visiting his father. The oath of 
office was administered there by his father, a justice of the peace 
and country storekeeper. 

A farmhouse in Plymouth, Vermont, was the birthplace of 
Calvin Coolidge on 4 July 1872 and his boyhood and youth 
were spent there. He graduated from Amherst College, studied 
law and began to practice in Northampton, Massachusetts. In 
1905 he married Grace Anna Goodhue of Burlington, Vermont. 
: In Northampton he entered local politics and later served 
in the Massachusetts House of Representatives and Senate. He 
became President of the Senate; was elected Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor and was Governor in 1919 and again in 1920. In every 
official post he held, economy and efficiency were the ideals to 
which he adhered. Governor Coolidge attained national prom- 
inence with his handling of the Boston Police Strike in 1919, 
and in 1920 at the Republican national convention he was nom- 
mated for the vice presidency of the United States. 

When Calvin Coolidge took over the post vacated by Presi- 
dent Harding's death, he continued to function in the calm,

JOHN FL KENNEDY 
PHE 835TH PRESIDENT 


20) January 1961 to 22. November 1963 


John Fo Kennedy, at t3, was the youngest man ever elected 
President and was the first Roman Catholic to hold the office. 
He was born in Brookline, Massachusetts, on 20 May 1917, the 
second son in the large family of Joseph P. Kennedy and Rose 
Fitzgerald Kennedy, the daughter of a former Boston Mayor. 
He was graduated fron Harvard in 1910. His senior thesis was 
published in’ the same year under the title, Why England 
Slept. 

In World War I, Lieutenant Kennedy commanded a PT 
boat in the Pacific and tor gallantry in action he received the 
Navy and Marine Gorps Medal. He was elected to Congress in 
1946 and to the United States Senate in 1952, He was re-elected 
to the Senate in LISS. Tle was married in 1953 to Jacqueline 
Lee Bouvier of New York. In 1955 he wrote his Pulitzer Prize- 
winning best seller, Profiles in Courage. 

He began his Administration by calling for a “New Fron- 
tier’ and asked for immediate action on many social and 
economic problems. “The New Frontier brought youth and ex- 
citement, tone and style to the White House and Kennedy's 
warm, vigorous public image was as well known abroad as here 
at home. 

President Kennedy established the Peace Corps and in 
Southeast Asia he negotiated a truce in Laos and increased 
American aid to fight the Vietnamese Communists. 

During his term, the East Germans ageravated the Berlin 
Situation by constructing a wall across the city in August 1961 
to halt the flow of refugees to the West. In 1962 aerial recon- 
naissance showed missiles and warplanes in Cuba capable of 
attacking much of the U.S. and South America. Kennedy or- 
dered a naval blockade of the island to prevent further arms 


shipments. 

On 22 November 1963 President Kennedy was shot twice as 
his motorcade paraded through the streets of Dallas, Texas, The 
President died within an hour. The accused assassin, Lee Har- 
vey Oswald, was captured the same day, but was himself shot 
and killed before he could be brought to trial. 

John F. Kennedy was enrolled a member of the AVSHAC on 
16 April 1956 and was elected an Honorary Member on 3 April 
1961. On the occasion of his Inaugural as President on 20 Jan- 
uary 1961, seventy-five officers and members proudly partici- 
pated in the Inaugural Parade in Washington, D.C.

The only Marching Medal struck in honor of President Kennedy 
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To the Civic and Military Officials, in fact to all the people 
of Athens, our undying thinks for accepting us. 
Captain ELtAs: 

Gentlemen, to make a report for the Committee of Six, the 
Chairman, Tom O’Hara. 
LCDR O’Hara: 

Captain Commanding, Your Excellencies, Minister Vovo- 
linis, distinguished guests and fellow Ancients. 

The Six who came up here, had the privilege of enjoying 
each other's company for the last three or four days and when 
riding in the countryside the other day we heard about a train- 
wreck which occurred about a week or two weeks ago. This 
train was wrecked when the Greek people were finishing their 
election process, and it happened on a train coming back to 
Athens. When one train stopped and another train rammed the 
back of it, some thirty-five people were killed and approximately 
one hundred and thirty wounded. 

As we understood it, the Greek Government was over- 
whelmed with this tragedy. Several groups are raising money 
on behalf of the unfortunate victims of this tragedy. We thought 
that it would be very appropriate, that as we walked over this 
most sacred soil of Christianity and Democracy, that our Com- 
pany in a very informal way present to the Greek Government 
a contrbution to the fund for the benefit of those who lost their 
lives as well as those who were injured, as an expression of sym- 
pathy from the members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. 

I am pleased to report, that we have raised two thousand 
U. S. Dollars, and someone will have to convert that to drach- 
mas because really I am not comfortable in this area. This af- 
ternoon we tried to get a check from the bank, but unfortunately 
we were unable to do so, therefore I am going to make a sym- 
bolic presentation, if you will, to be followed by a check to- 
morrow morning, to Minister Vovolinis, on behalf of all the 
Ancients. I would think that we could all go home mightily 
impressed with Greece. We are going to tell it like it is and 
we hope that this little presentation with our sympathy and deep 
affection will always be remembered 

Mr. Vovolinis— Taking the stand speaks in Greek — 
(Translation is given below) 

Mr. Vovotinis: 

A few moments ago, without knowing that such a gesture 
would follow, I said that it was indispensable that men become 
again human, and to acquire human feelings. It was not a 
necessary recommendation for those noble men who are com- 
posing the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
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chusetts. They have never stopped, not even for a moment to 
be men with noble feelings. And they have shown it this very 
moment. It is not the amount that shows the humanitarian in- 
stincts. It is the gesture, it is the standard, it is the love, that is 
what we call a real human being. And you have shown that you 
are real human beings. 


On behalf of the families of the persons who were killed or 
wounded during the accident, I express deep gratefulness and on 
behalf of the Government, I tell you that I am proud taking 
this token of your humanitarian feelings, of your superiority, of 
the real Christian intellect that is your characteristic. I thank 
you. (Applause)

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INFORMAL REMARKS OF CAPTAIN ELIAS 
DINNER IN BEIRUT, LEBANON 


11 October 1968 


I have expressed my gratitude, I think, to every member 
of the ASHAC of Massachusetts for the honor afforded me when 
I was elected Captain Commanding. Now that you have seen 
some of the City of Beirut and have observed the warmth and 
hospitality of these wonderful people —I know you must be 
glad my background is Lebanese. : 

For our Lebanese guests this evening I ought to explain 
that the cities the Company is to visit each year are strictly the 
Captain’s choice. 

My choice of Beirut was an easy one. Lebanon was the 
homeland of my parents. I have heard them talk about it and 
saw the light in their eyes when they mentioned the Old Coun- 
try. They left Lebanon as Pilgrims of their generation. 

Every generation since the year of 1620 has had its Pilgrims 
to the United States.

Gentlemen — As one of Lebanese parentage and as the 
Commanding Officer of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, my life’s ambition has now become 
a reality. 

I have had the honor of bringing our Historic Company 
to this beautiful land of Lebanon.

Governor Sargent made a few appropriate remarks. The 
Captain presented a color television set to the Governor as a 
gift from the members. The Governor accepted it graciously 
with a few well chosen words. It was a relaxed and informal 
affair throughout. 


. Remarks of Captain Elias when making presenta- 
tion to Governor Sargent 


As Captain Commanding of the AXHAG, I am pleased and 
honored to present to you this token of esteem and appreciation 
for the many courtesies extended to this Company. We are sure 
you will find an appropriate place in your home for this color 
television set. We trust that you will get a great deal of pleasure 
from it even to the extent of seeing yourself on television from 
ume to time. (Laughs) 

Captain Elias then delivered these remarks: 

Reverend Clergy, Governor Sargent, distinguished guests, 
comrades and friends, As we all know, even as schoolboys, 
George Washington was first in war, first in peace and first in 
the hearts of his countrymen. Massachusetts and the AKHAC 
are first in this year of 1969 to honor Washington on the anni- 
versary of his birth. We lead the rest of the nation by five full 
days —a distinction made possible by the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature which, in its wisdom, saw fit to tamper with the calendar. 
At any rate, we gather here today in honored tradition to ob- 
serve the 237th anniversary of George Washington's birth. The 
A&HAC already was 94 years old when George Washington was 
born. If for no other reason, our age alone gives us the right 


and the privilege to call together this convocation of modern 
patriots. 
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Man seldom pauses any more to reflect as he passes from 
one era to another. Usually, we do not know that we have made 
the passage until we look back. This gathering in 1969 — as 
all those in previous years — is a pause and reflection. This one 
comes at a time when mankind once again is at the threshold 
of a new age —an age in which it is possible for man, by some 
false step, to lose the luxury of being able to look back. In 
pausing, we see a contracting world in which it becomes increas- 
ingly necessary that we learn to live with our neighbors. Now, 
however, our neighbors are not just down the street. The whole 
world is becoming one neighborhood and it is made up of peo- 
ple from every corner of the universe. In George Washington's 
time, the speed of travel was measured by the speed of a horse. 
Forty years ago an airplane flew 60 to 80 miles an hour. Today, 
planes suitable for passengers fly 600 to 800 miles an hour. The 
Apollo 8 spaceship travelled 24,200 miles an hour. Consider 
this, if you will, and tell me if this old world has not contracted 
since George Washington’s day. 

The contraction of distance has made us neighbors to all the 
world. The development of weapons has eliminated any future 
possibility of isolation. We must learn to live with all peoples, 
cultures, religions and languages. But, first of all, we must know 
and understand our country and be ready to lay down our lives 
for her. If we do this, we are at the beginning of a new age — 
if we are not willing to do this, we are at the end of an old 
age. 

Now, just one closing note — George Washington died at 
the age of 67 on 14 December 1799. His death was attributed to 
complications which developed after an attack of acute laryn- 
gitis. Gentlemen, lest a similar and untimely fate befalls your 
Captain, I shall close with a note of thanks to our guests, my 
fellow officers and members all for taking the time to pause and 
to reflect with me.

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THE GATLING GUN 


This Gatling Gun was presented to the An- 
cient and Honorable Artillery Company of Mas- 
sachusetts by Veterans of Foreign Wars Post 
7353, North Cambridge, Massachusetts in mem- 
ory of Leslie V. Hunting Post, Spanish Amer- 
ican War Veterans Camp Number 12. It served 
for many years as the altar on which new mem- 
bers of the Post were sworn in to membership. 
Dwindling numbers forced them to move to 
smaller quarters where they had no room for 
the gun so it was presented to us in order that 
it might be on constant exhibition, 


This gun is United States Navy Experimental 
Model Number 1,1880. The gun, water jacket, 
and fittings, except, of course, the barrels and 
firing mechanism, is made entirely of brass. This 
is one of the earliest known experiments with 
water cooling of a rapid firing gun by means of 
a jacket around the barrel or barrels (in this 
case) and led to the development of the cal 


-30 heavy machine gun (water-cooled) of World 
Wars I and II. 


So far as is known, this is the only gun of its 
exact type that was ever made.

phia Naval Shipyard. During WW II he was decorated for the 
production of destroyer parts. 
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Lieutenant Colonel John C. Brink was the 238th Captain 
Commanding of this Company. A member for 38 years he served 
with credit to himself and maintained at all times the great 
traditions of the Company. His Fall Field Day Tour of Duty 
to St. John, New Brunswick proved most enjoyable and signifi- 
cant in cementing friendship with our neighbors to the north. 
He was indeed a loyal and dedicated member. We shall miss 
his genial personality and wise counsel.

These cups, thought by archaeologists to be the work of 
Cretan artists of the XV century B.C., were found in 1889, in an 
antique vaulted tomb, near the Vaphio village, in Laconia, 
hence their name. 


The eminent American archaeologist Stillman has stated 
that these two objects were originally made to be counterparts. 
In fact the animation of the motif on the first cup seems to be 
in conscient opposition with the peaceful atmosphere character- 
istic of the second cup, thus proving the mastership already 
reached by the artists of that time. 


The copies presented here are faithful reproductions of 
originals belonging to the National Archaeological Museum of 
Athens. 


A GESTURE OF GOODWILL

“THE LUNAR AGE” 


Surely if any attempt at all is made to relate the sermon 
at this annual June Day Service to the most important and most 
significant event in the twelve months since last June Day, its 
subject must be our entrance into the Lunar Age. Our entrance 
into the Lunar Age came during the Christmas season last year, 
and it came so fast and found ‘The Talk of the Town” editor 
of THE NEW YORKER magazine so unprepared that he had 
to confess, after Apollo 8’s fantastic mission to moon orbit and 
back again, to “some failure of private response.” Things have 
really moved since Worcester-born and Massachusetts-educated 
Robert Goddard fired the first rocket to a height of 2,000 feet 
in 1930, and since Alan Shepard became the first American to 
be launched into space in 1961. It all does seem to be going 
too quickly for us to incorporate into our everyday thinking. 
Why, even Astronaut Borman, coming around the side of his 
house at Houston, Texas, and seeing the moon low in the early 
evening sky, said, “You know, for a moment I just couldn’t be- 
lieve I’d been there.’ Likewise THE NEW YORK TIMES, in 
an editorial hailing this “superlative feat of human history” con- 
cluded, at the end, that everybody was too close to our entrance 
into the Lunar Age to get a good grab on it. 


But some impressions are beginning to take shape and find 
a place in our consciousness. And the first is one we Americans 
haven’t had for quite some time, and that’s a sense of elation 
and of pride. We hear from a lot of sources today that the 
world, and especially the United States of America, are going 
to the dogs. Maybe so. But if we are, then we've been at it for 
a long time, and we're not there yet. Besides, there are those 
brave and dedicated men to think about. Who doesn't thrill to 
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see those adventurous trios entering the capsule with their im- 
pressive manliness and intelligence and courage, and behind 
them a marvelous team effort of thousands of brilliant experts, 
the greatest task force ever assembled for a peaceful purpose: 
20,000 contractors and 300,000 engineers, technicians and 
workers, in addition to a globe-full of the right kinds of people 
who wish them well. For us Americans and for the American 
establishment, if you please, our triumphal entry into the Lunar 
Age was a particularly welcome Christmas gift in the midst of 
disruption and despond, of doubt, dissent, and discontent. 


On our TV screens we had watched in horror as Martin 
Luther King lay dead on a Memphis balcony and as an assassin’s 
bullet pierced Robert Kennedy’s brain in Los Angeles. United 
States prestige declined abroad, and our nation’s self-confidence 
sank to a nadir of despair. The cruel and inconclusive war in 
Vietnam forced Lyndon Johnson to renounce another term as 
President, and even so puny a state as North Korea showed it 
could humiliate the United States by pirating the intelligence 
ship Pueblo on international waters. Then, too, nearly every- 
where, black citizens in America began to demand the right to 
run their own communities, their own welfare programs, their 
own schools. And on the campuses, groups of radical students 
sought nothing less than the destruction of our colleges and 
universities. For us Americans, this earth may seem close to 
the description Sir Richard Burton made of it in 1880, “A 
ruined world, a globe burned out, a corpse upon the road of 
night.” We need something to direct our gaze up into the 
heavens, something to re-assure us of the worth and dignity of 


man, of many people together doing the right thing with hearts 
and hands joined in a good cause. 


And that came from Astronaut Frank Borman — from 
moon orbit — on Christmas Eve. And it wasn’t so much when 
he opened a Bible and read some Scripture, although what a 
Santa Claus he turned out to be for organized religion as he, 
the prime representative of modern science and pragmatic tech- 
nology, which often seem to push God out of the picture and 
reduce the Bible to fable, chose to read ten verses of Genesis, 
chapter one, the story of creation, a story much less acceptable 
to sophisticates than the story of the birth of God’s own Son 
and our only Saviour at Bethlehem! But it was something Bor- 
man said in closing that is most relevant to our thoughts today: 
“God bless all of you on the good earth.” : 
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. the good earth.” All is not bad, and everyone is not 
foul. And isn’t that truth in evidence right here in this Cath- 
edral Church of Saint Paul in Boston on this first Monday in 
June? It is an illustrious company assembled within these walls, 
and, if our organizations serve no other purpose — the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts and all the 
other military units who march with us—, certainly they serve 
well in bringing men of good will together and sending them 
as ambassadors of good will all over the world. Captain Com- 
manding Nicholas T. Elias took us Ancients on a marvelous Fall 
Field Day Tour of Duty back to the birthplace of democracy in 
Athens, Greece, and back to the birthplace of his fathers in the 
Biblical land of Lebanon. And the stirring memories we have 
of the warm responses of the people of those countries and the 
pleasant recollections of his year in office are a fitting tribute to 
the excellence of his administration. Captain Elias, ‘Well done!” 
Yes, to all of you for your dedication to country as evidenced by 
the uniforms you're wearing, for your devotion to God as in- 
dicated by your presence here, and for your continuing concern 
for your fellowman as proven by your involvement with and 
your participation in helpful programs and worthy projects — 
to all of you, ‘Well done!” Our world, seen from the moon, 
looks small and blue and cold. But the spirit of man, which has 
put him there, has grown in stature and experienced a new birth 
of hope, for now, in Poet Archibald MacLeish’s words, we “see 
ourselves as riders on the earth together, brothers on that bright 
loveliness in the eternal cold — brothers who know now they 
are truly brothers.” 


Ten years ago, in 1959, there was a book on the best-seller 
list, a novel about contemporary Washington politics and poli- 
ticians, ““Advise and Consent” written by veteran news reporter 
Allen Drury. That was back in the happy and quiet Eisenhower 
days. But Allen Drury seemed to sense that America was in for 
a fall, about to be clobbered with a tremendous blow, and so he 
ended his novel — ten years ago — with a description of the con- 
fusion, shame, and depression that descended upon our Capital 
City, our leaders in government, and all the people of our land 
when the announcement was made on Moscow radio that Rus- 
sian astronauts had landed on the moon and established a base 
equipped to repel any capitalist imperialist invader. Then, in 
this novel by Allen Drury, the United States Senate convened, 
and the senior Senator from Illinois, attempting some recovery 


from such a staggering scientific and national defeat, rose to 
speak. 
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“Mr. President,” he said slowly, “I see .. . all around us 
the great symbols of our heritage and our purpose and our fu- 
ture. And I ask myself, and I put to you these questions: Are 
a few words from the moon sufficient to erase all we have stood 
for and all we are? Should we who have done so much, and 
have so much, and have yet before us such great tasks for our- 
selves and for all mankind, be struck dumb and paralyzed be- 
cause we have been temporarily bested in our continuing contest 
with the Soviet Union? Does this suddenly cancel everything 
that America is? Mr. President,” he said quietly, “I cannot 
believe it. I know not how others feel, but I know how I feel. 
There are certain things in this life that are still valid, and will 
always be. There are ways of dealing with other people which 
are just and honest and honorable and decent; and these have 
not changed. There are standards of character and of integrity 
which honorable men, while they may not always achieve them, 
at least have before them for their goal; and these have not 
changed. There is human good will and loving-kindness and 
tolerance toward one’s fellow man in all his shortcomings, what- 
ever they may be and bearing in mind one’s own; and these have 
not been changed. There is a great nation and a great people 
and a great mission of liberty and freedom and justice for all, 
coming out of the past and moving on gloriously into the future, 
insofar as God helps us to achieve it; and neither have these 
been changed. Nothing of the essentials of the human heart, 
of the human character, or the human story as good men 
see it has been changed. Senators, I commend to you your 


country: a very great nation, which has a job to do. Let us 
get on with it!” 


It certainly does not appear that we'll be dealt the blow 
of having the Russians beat us to the moon. But we are reeling 
from another one, the realization that while we’ve been able to 
conquer space, we have not been able —as yet — to solve our 
domestic problems and to live in peace with all our fellowmen. 
So the real challenge and the urgent summons in that imagi- 
nary Senator's speech in Allen Drury’s novel still stands, and 
our triumph in the race to the moon gives us the highest hope 
for the future. We are a great nation and a great people, and 
we have a great mission of liberty and freedom and justice for 
all. My fellow Americans, “I commend to you your country: 


— great nation, which has a job to do. Let us get on with 
it!”

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THE PARTHENON, ATHENS, GREECE 


The Parthenon, the temple of the virgin goddess Athena, 
the guardian of Athens, is the imposing monument on the 
Acropolis. It is the most perfect specimen of Doric proportion 
and refinement without loss of vigour, and it incorporates all 
the various subtleties of Greek architecture which were prevalent 
from the 6th to the 4th century B.C. It stands on the founda- 
tions of an earlier temple, also of Athena, and it is executed 
entirely in Pentelic marble. The present temple was built un- 
der Pericles in 447-432 by the architects Ictinus and Callicrates, 
and the sculptures on the pediments and the frieze were the 
works of Phidias, of his school. The frieze in low relief around 
the sanctuary proper represented various stages of the proces- 
sion of the Panathenaea, a great festival held annually in hon- 
our of the goddess. Most of the sculptures of the Parthenon 
were removed in 1801 by Lord Elgin, British Ambassador at 
Constantinople, and transported to England. They are now in 
the British Museum. In the early Christian era the Parthenon 
was converted into a Church of the Holy Virgin, and later into 
a mosque with a minaret at its south-eastern angle. The temple 
stood almost intact until the late 17th century. But in 1687 it 
was destroyed by an explosion during the Venetian siege of the 
Acropolis held by the Turks who used the Parthenon as a store 
room for their ammunition.
